united non-Communist Germany 
in the European system might 
help. 


But at the moment it is the Rus- 
sians and the East German Com- 
munists who are on the political 
offensive toward western Ger- 
many, while at the same time they 
are strengthening their position in 
the East German “Democratic Re- 
public.” 


RESISTANCE COWED 


One reason for the increased 
rate of East Germany’s absorption 
is that in six vears the Russians

Western propaganda at times

_ Simpson said he carried out the 
‘survey in co-operation with the 
Committee of Americans, which he 
described as a nonprofit, fact- 
finding research . survey . organi- 
zation covering. all 48 States and 
the Territory of Hawaii.

The Crisis Calls for Unity 


Announcement was made over the 
week end that President Truman has 
created a new Wage Stabilization Board 
designed to iron out labor-management dis- 
putes which affect the defense program. 


The new board will replace the one 
broken up when the labor members with- 
drew because they felt that under the set- 
up big business was dictating defense 
agency policies, 

Industry, labor and the public will have 
equal representation in the new organiza- 
tion, with six members each. The 18- 
member panel is empowered to investigate 
disputes in which both parties agree to 
board action or in which the President 
certifies that the dispute is such as to im- 
pair national defense. 


After investigation the board will make 


recommendations for settlement to the 
President. 

The belief is that members will be 
named within a few days. After they are 
chosen, the President will name a chair- 
man and a vice-chairman from the six- 
man group representing the public. 

The new board is seen as a concession to 
labor in that it has been given authority 
over certain non-wage disputes, a provision 
on which labor had insisted. 

- It is hoped labor and management will 
co-operate to make this new wage stabili- 
zation agency an effective tool in speeding 
industrial mobilization. 

The controversial issues of the last two 
weeks have awakened the public to the 
urgency of preparation for defense. Surely, 
no group can call itself American if it lets 
self-interest stand in the way.

The General 
Showed Restraint 


WASHINGTON—Gen. MacArthur must have 
been thinking of his place in history when he 
appeared before the joint meeting of Congress, 

for he conducted himself with commendable restraint in dealing 
with the stormy controversy raised over his dismissal as Far 
Eastern commander. At no point in his address did he appear 
to lay down a challenge of the President’s authority to remove 
him as he did. ! 

Nor did he seek to defend himself against the charges of in- 
subordination which brought about his downfall—his refusal to 
obey Presidential directives not to project himself into matters 
of major policy. He pitched his defense on a somewhat higher 
plane, again urging. that we go all-out in our attacks on Commu- 
nist China, minimizing the risks involved of precipitating another 
world war. 

On this score, the weight of governmental and military opinion 
is overwhelmingly against him, not only in this country but 
among our allies abroad. Both the President and Gen. Omar 
Bradley, head of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, have made our position 
clear. Gen. MacArthur was denied the freedom he sought to con- 
duct unrestricted war on China for fear of the consequences that 
might be involved. Our object is to keep the fighting in the Far 
East confined to Korea, if possible, and not to do anything to 
provoke its spreading. 

On that issue there seems little doubt that the sober judgment 
of the country supports the position of the President and our 
other. military leaders. We are not prepared to take chances 


on another world war at this time. 

9 : In the restraint he showed in his initial public 
Ike's Advice address .before Congress, Gen. MacArthur 
seems to have heeded the advice of another great military leader, 
Gen. Dwight Eisenhower, who, at the time the news of the Far 
Eastern commander’s dismissal reached him in Europe, expressed 
the hope that he would not return to the United States and seek 
to stir up national disunity by a personal campaign of vindication. 

It remains to be seen what MacArthur’s attitude will be in 


future public appearances. But if the pattern was set in his speech ° 


before Congress he will gain iri stature instead of losing. One of 
his intimates has remarked that he was aware of the spotlight in 
history he occupied in going before the joint session, and it was 
unthinkable that, great soldier that he is, he would have seized 
the opportunity under those circumstances to challenge the au- 
thority of the President of the United States or to lend himself 
to a partisan political attack. 

If he pursues this tack, he will doubtless go down in history 
as a bigger man than ever. If he seeks to fan the flames of 
public controversy and dissension, he will lose much in true 


greatness. 

After seeing the general in action before Congress 
Talented and the other public appearances he made while 
in Washington, it may be said, to his credit, that he is a man of 
extraordinary talents. He has a force and dynamic quality about 
him that lifts him high above the level of ordinary mortals. Not 
the least of his qifalities is his flare for the dramatic. Had he 
chosen the theater instead of the military for a career, he would 
have made one of the great Shakespearian actors of our time. 

He has a faculty for dramatizing himself which, in some re- 
spects, reminds one of Franklin D. Roosevelt in his prime. Oddly 
enough, they both had birthdays close together. 

Despite the issue that has been raised between them, the White 
House left no grounds for criticism in the treatment which the 
government accorded General MacArthur on his visit to the capital. 

He was given the welcome that was his due as one of our 
great military heroes retarning from the wars victorious. It was 
a welcome that has been awaiting him since the end of the war 
more than five years ago. President Truman even turned out 
the government workers to greet the General, approved a full- 
scale military parade, and removed himself from the limelight by 
canceling a speech he had been scheduled to make before the 
American Society of Newspaper Editors here that day.

Hans Brossman is a German who came to Georgia to study on a Rotary 


scholarship. 
College at Statesboro. 


At midyear he received his diploma at Georgia State Teachers 
Before he left for his home country, Hans wrote his 


benefactors a letter saying,” “My sponsors have a right to know what this year 
has meant to me and I know that they are interested to hear what I shall take 


home with me to Germany.” 


The Hans Brossman letter, first published in the 


college paper, was reprinted last week in The Bulloch Herald. And what was he taking home, this 
young citizen of a country which had Been our enemy in two great wars? First of all, he was taking 
that diploma, grateful for the opportunity that had been given him by the scholarship program. 


In the second place, he was taking home the 


knowledge that Americans are much more like 


his own people than they are different from 
them. He had found out, he said, that there is 
much more to America than automobiles, sky- 
scrapers and the material things in a mail order 
catalog. 

“Tl have come to know that Hollywood film 
stars, women wrestlers, snake worshippers, cow- 
boys, G-men and all the others I had read &s0 
much about, make up less than one-tenth of one 
per cent of the American people,” the young man 
wrote after a year over here. 


He had come, he said, suspicious of the “mis- 
sionary zeal and supersalesmanship” shown by 
some of our goodwill ambassadors in Germany. 
He expected to be on the defensive, but “there 
was no hate or contempt for my nation that 
would have made it necessary for me to de- 
fend it.” | 

The American faith in education won his ad- 
miration and he wished for more of it at home. 
He said in his farewell letter, “Every time I saw 
fathers in blue overalls bringing their sons or 
daughters to college in a pick-up truck I could 
not help thinking how wonderful it is that these 
people, hard-working farmers, do not shrink 
from sacrifices to give their children a good edu- 
cation.” 

He said, “I admire a society where a man 
counts for what he is rather than his father’s 


position or bank account, where no stigma is at- 
tached to you because you had to fight on the 
other side five years ago.” 

And so this German boy went home, not as 
an American because nobody had ever tried to 
make him one, but “as a German, a better citi- 
zen” of his country and the world... prepared 
“to guide young people on the way... of toler- 
ance, co-operation and friendliness that leads to 
peace and happiness.” 

Thus the voice of Hans Brossman has joined 
the Voice of America as it tries to give the world 
the true story of America.

A Crossroads for the Republicans 


WASHINGTON—The Republican Party clearly faces a great decision. This 
is so sharply focused in one of those fateful coincidences that saw the death of 
Sen. Arthur Vandenberg of Michigan just as Gen. Douglas MacArthur came here 


to vindicate himself before Congress in joint meeting assembled. In 


Senator 


Vandenberg’s leadership the Republican Party had the direction of the coarchitect 
of the foreign policy espoused by the Truman Administration. One of the Yramers 
of the United Nations, he led his party for a long time in that bipartisan approach to foreign 
policy that resulted in implementation of collective security against Soviet Russian encroachment. 
It was worked out in many ways—in the Greco-Turkish aid program, the Marshall Plan, the North 


Atlantic treaty, among many others 

With the Senator’s withdrawal from active 
affairs because of illness the bipartisan policy 
began to disintegrate. That illustrated how much 
his leadership has meant to his party, the nation 
and the world, and is today a tragic epitaph of 
a distinguished career. 


Party leaders fumbled around with no 
one to take his place. The political-minded 
searched for an issue in foreign policy for 
the 1952 election. They were emboldened by 
their successes in the 1950 congressional elec- 
tions in which the Korean War, then going 
very badly, obviously was a factor. 


An issue appeared, suddenly, when General 
MacArthur was removed by President Truman. 
Strategical considerations had led the General 
to a position in the Korean War in favor of 
broadening the front, among other things to in- 
clude the use of Chiang Kai-shek and his For- 
mosa army along with bombing what he calls the 
“sanctuaries” of the Chinese Communist army in 
Manchuria. This fitted in with a long-time cam- 
paign by a few in the Republican Party to make 
a symbol of Chiang, the rejected: of his own 
people, and help him to lead a crusade against 
Communist China from his refuge in Formosa. 


This was manifestly a minority in the party, 
but a determined one. Before the removal iz 
General MacArthur, and since, some leaders have 
urged a cautious approach to the MacArthur 
thesis. But as the uproar in the country chan- 
neled itself into emotional partisanship—typical 
of our people—for one who is down, aside from 
issues involved, the Republican Party got caught 
up more and more in the wild procession that 
swirled about the General when he got home. 


Never did the temptation become so great as 
when the General stood .before Congress and 
stated his “case” with consummate skill and ora- 
torical artistry. Republicans, watching and lis- 
tening, seerhed to see an answer to their long

prayers. They let themselves go. They whooped 
and hollered. Some strong men almost wept 
when he reached his peroration, “Old soldiers 
never die.” In their reaction was secret admira- 
tion of spellbinders for the master spellbinder— 
and he was that! 

The temptation, indeed, is great. Here’s a 
man with a case who can move folks. This is 
the first “voice” Republicans have found in our 
time. Enviously they used to complain bitterly 
about the “dulcet and mellifluous” tones of the 
Franklin D. Roosevelt voice over the radio. Now 
in MacArthur they have found an equal, with 
that effective change of pace, that occasional 
drop at the proper moment almost to a whisper 
—and a dash of corn that appeals. 

This dramatizes the decision the party faces. 


It is not as simple, of course, as a choice 
between the Vandenberg way and the Mac- 
Arthur. way, for it is not exactly that. In- 
cidentally, Senater Vandenberg admired 
General MacArthur and before the 1948 elec- 
tion conducted a correspondence with the 
General in the interest of a MacArthur-for- 
President movement. 


What the Senator thought of the present 
controversy involving the General is not known. 

But sober-minded Republican leaders who 
shared the Vandenberg view on over-all foreign 
policy are hesitant and dubious. They do not 
want to see the party swept off its feet; for, in 
the MacArthur speech, some detected the alarms 
of general war, and the Republican Party resents 
very much the tag “war party” which Demo- 
crats are busily trying to attach to it. Our peo-

I watched them line up to watch MacArthur come from his office in the 


Dai Ichi building and have felt that that was merely the curiosity of a bunch of 
street-corner Inafers who had little better to do. I believe now that the Japanese as a whole feel 
toward MacArthur a considerable amount of the awe and reverence with which they look upon their 
Emperor. The people, I and the other reporters around Tokyo have talked to feel that the 


populace has suffered a génuine sense of personal loss, almost a bereavement. 


I was talking to 


one Japanese last night who said that his wife, when she heard of MacArthur’s ouster, burst into 


tears and wept for hours. 


Much of the Japanese grief, of course, stems 
from a sense of fear that the firm but fair, and 
actually almost kindly, policies of the Occupa- 
tion under MacArthur will be followed by a 
much harsher regime. ; 


This, of course, ig nonsense, for the 
United States is only interested in getting 
Japan on its feet as a going concern again— 
if for no other reason, so that they can help 
us out in whatever trouble comes up out here 
in the future. 


It is not thought here that Ridgway will take 
much of a hand in the Occupation. He may re- 
tain the title of Supreme Commander of the 
Allied Powers, but he will probably let the whole 
Occupation show continue to run under the civil- 
lan experts who have been running it anyway 
for the past two years. 

Ridgway knows nothing about social and 
economic rehabilitation and probably cares less. 
He is a soldier and is only interested in fight- 
ing the war in Korea. We'probably will see 
very little change in the course of the action 
over there. If he finds it necessary to bomb 
Manchurian bases, he will bomb them as readily 
as MacArthur would. 


I don’t know how much of this is getting in 
the papers back home, but the air opposition that 
we have been expecting in Korea has been hit- 
ting us in increasing strength in the last few 
weeks. 

When I went to Korea for the first time in 
March, our rear areas were as safe from air 
attack, seemingly, as Peachtree Street itself. 
There was no attempt made at camouflage, and 
at night you could fly over the combat area and 
look down and pick out every concentration of 
troops along the front. Blackout discipline was 
practically nil, the men didn't bother to dig holes 
in which they might take refuge from bombs, 
and if there were any antiaircraft guns around, 
I didn’t see them. 

As a matter of fact. most of our “flak- 
wagons’—which are antiaircraft mounted’ in 
fours on trucks—were up at the front being used 
in direct support of the troops. 

When I went back over there two weeks ago, 
the picture had changed somewhat. Two or 
three Concentrations, deep in our territory,. had 
been bombed. Not with too much effectiveness, 


’ true, but the troops were at least beginning to 


dig-in and some effort was made to black out 
the bivouac areas. 
This is a fantastically hard job, because by 


now most of our tentage leoks like that of a one- 
elephant circus after a hard season on the road. 
There are holes in most of the tents you could 
throw a cat through, and it’s almost impossible 
to black out in the rear areas. 


However, the threat of bombing is not 
yet anything te worry about too much. More 
important is the fact that every day there are 
more and more MIGs in the air and, though 
our jets are shooting down some of them, 
we are also losing bombers now and then. 


The pilots also report that the Russian-built 
jets they are now encountering are being flown 
by far more skillful pilots than the-ones we first 
encountered. Either Russia has thrown some 
of her pilots into the fight, or she has brought in 
some Czech, Pole or other satellite country avi- 
ators who are considerably better trained than 
the Chinese whom we met at first. 

If this air threat. continues, we are going to 
have to hit back at their fields and supply dumps, 
wherever they may be, which means that the 
decision whether or not to bomb across the Yalu 
must be made soon. 


If bombing in China proper is going to bring ° 


Russia into the war on China’s side, we ought 
to know it before many more weeks have passed. 
Then Truman and MacArthur both can holler, “I 
told you so” at each other.

Where we 
once leaned against the front counter, waiting 
for a photographer or leaving a message for 
a caller, and exchanged flippancies with the 
pert little ad-takers named Lucy and Ethel, 
a man in khaki now stands barking gruff 
directions into a microphone. 


The lobby boils with boys—-white boys, black 
boys, earnest, shy ones, bold, talky ones. They 
come from small towns and farms and mostly 
they seem very young. Several times a day it 
is necessary for vou to thread vour wavy through 
long lines of them as another man in khaki di- 
rects them to bus and train station and passes 
out meal tickets. Occasionally the extreme youth 
of one will catch at your heart and you think 
surely they won't send this‘infant to war... why, 
he can't be much older than the kids playing 
baseball in your own backyard! 


Yet, because of their youth and a certain 
verve, the sight of the crowds of young men 
doesn't really hurt you. It's the older folks who 
come with them. 


The other day as we went out of the building

a woman with a scarf tied around her head 
stopped us on the sidewalk. “Can you tell me,” 
she began hesitantly, “are the boys that are going 
out at 1 o’clock still in there?” 

We explained that we came from the floor 
above and had no knowledge of what was going 
on in the Army’s part of the building. ‘Why don’t 
you go in there and ask?” we offered. . 

She twisted work-roughened hands that some- 
how seemed older and more vulnerable than her 
face and smiled uncertainly. 

“I don’t like to hang around in the way,” she 
said diffidently. “I been in there two or -three 
times, but I don’t want my boy to think...” 

Her voice dwindled off and we finished for 
her: ... “that you're hanging on to his coattails?” 

“That's it,” she said, relieved. “He’s the inde- 
pendent kind- and it might embarrass him to 
have me standing around in there. I don't see 
anv other mothers.” 

We tried to reassure her. “Oh, lots of parents 
come up to see their sons off. Some days there 
are almost as many mothers as there are sons in 


the induction center.”

We thought of the ones we had seen cling- 
ing to their sons crying and, remembering 
the misery on those boys’ faces, we were 
glad she wasn’t the clinging kind. 


“T’ll just wait owt here,” she said. “I'll see him 
when he goes by and wave at him and then I 
reckon I can go on back home.” 

We left her standing there in the doorway, a 
plain, tired, middle-aged woman whose heart 
was wrenched apart. But she would smile and 
wave when her boy went by and never know 
that her courage was greater than his. 

Yes, the Army has brought to this newspaper 
Suilding some things it never had before.

Arne Anderson Told Him He Could Be Great 


Holmberg is a confessed book-made runner. “I never had a 
coach in my life until I came to Tennessee. All I knew about running 
came out of books written by a Swedish track authority named Gosta 
Holmer. 

“JT became interested in track when I was a small boy. Over 
there, vou see, the athletes develop in grammar school. The Swedes 
are such good runners because thev have a mind for it. Over here, 

ou have a mind for baseball and football. Over here. a father gives 
is son.a baseball glove. In Sweden, a father gives his son a set of 
running shoes. Over here. the national heroes are Joe DiMaggio or 
Ted Williams. In Sweden, it’s Gunder Haegg, or Arne Andersson. 
“I was 14 years old when I first became serious about run- 
ning, and Andersson had something to do with it. I had won a 
race in what we call a ‘gang’ meet one afternoon. After it was 
over, Andresson came to me and told me I could be a great run- 
ner, if I worked at it. And so I have worked at it.” 

Alf might be called a mail-order student of Tennessee. Carleton 
Crowell, the track coact just moved to Army recently, wrote the 
Swedish Athletic Association and announced that he had a scnolar- 
ship available for a good miler. Alf saw a story about it in the Stock- 
holm paper fo which he wrote track and field. He corresponded 
with Crowell and the scholarship was forthwith bestowed upon him. 
He put down his typewriter and came to America to seek fame, for- 
tune and eduction, 


He Sort of Cleaned Up in California 


“I could never have gone to college in Sweden. My father works 
for a gas company and we do not have the money. I can’t go home 
until I am finished because it costs too much. If I'go, I probably will 
never get back and so I am seeing as much of the country as I can. 

“Last Summer I went to California on this (Ke raised a slender 
thumb) and worked as a busboy in a restaurant. I relaxed from 
track. You see, I had been running since I was 14 years old and that 
was my first time away from training. I'll do the same thing this 
Summer, I think.” 

Alf had ditched his specialty this Spring for a couple of 
reasons. Tennessee has a good native miler, Frankie Albert- 
son, out of Druid Hills High School, who came home to run 
his fastest race (4:21) Saturday. The coach, Vol miler Louis 
Schneider of °49, reasoned that to stay sharp, Holmberg should 
seek out the most exacting competition. To get it, he has 
taken up the shorter races and is doing well at it. 

“Running 440 yards is no good for me,” he said, without any 
tint of self-satisfaction. I am not fast enough to be good at these 
short distances. I am pushed, and that’s what I need. It should help 
me when I get back to the mile in the conference and national 
meets.”
